est space rocket, thundered to 
ts seventh straight test-flight 
success today, hurling into orbit 
in unmanned model of the 
Project Apollo moonship. 


The flignt was the second in 


i long series of unmanned Apol- 
lo flights leading to three-man 
earth oribtal missions and even- 
tually a lunar landing. The 
rockets and spacecraft are early 
versions of hardware being de- 
veloped for the moon journeys.

today by nine of the nation's

The mammoth Saturn 1, 19

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of Defense Robert

McNamara said today that two 
U.S. anti-satellite systems have 
scored several successful inter- 
cepts of U.S. satellites up to 
"hundreds of miles." 


McNamara appeared at a 


news conference to give some 
additional details on the anti- 
satellite systems which Presi- 
dent Johnson announced terse- 
y in a speech Thursday at Sac- 
^amento, Calif. 


The defense secretary said 
'I'm under serious restriction" 
as to what details he could give 
out either about the two satel- 
lite-killer systems 
or about a 


new over - the-horizon radar 
which Johnson also announced. 
Both, he said, are "very highly 
classified." 


He did disclose that the anti- 
satellite weapons employ 
the 


Air Force's Thor missile and 
the Army's Nike-Zeus anti-mis- 
sile device.

States, in order to. v /'These 
words and those that .follow 
them form the prelude Of the 
(most important > governmental 
document ever conceived by the 
mind of man - the Constitution 
of the United States of America. 


After hearing these, exalted 
words concerning bur proud her- 
itage, a young person in today's 
tiush-button civilization might 
simply shrug and say. "So 
what? What has some old piece 
of paper written almost two hun- 
dred^ years ago got to do with 


Tragically enough, some peo-. 


pie today are far more interest- 
ed in "souped-up engtaes^;the 
"Beatles" or similar diversions 
to care in any way about our 
forefathers and their wise in- 
tentions for American society. 
Let us hope, however, Jthat 
these people, both teenager and 
adult, are in the:minority, and 
that today's citizens and future 
citizens hold as much concern 
for their basis of freedom as 
did their ancestors. And so with 
these thoughts of-hope and int- 
erest in our minds, Jet us ex- 
amine what the;; constitution 
means to this teenager." 


It was written in Philadelphia, 
the birthplace of many or our 
freedoms, in the latter 
' 


of the 1780's. Originally, .,., 
thors of this document, had «,„, 
planned to improve the old me- 
thod of government,- known as 
The Articles of Confederation. 
But soon it became evident 'that 
an entirely new model was nec- 
essary, for The Articles Of Con- 
federation were too weakly con- 
structed to keep these newly 
formed states united and free 
from European intervention or 
economic chaos. And so, this 
constitution" was written; de- 
bated and even cursed by those 
who opposed its formation. They 
stated adamantly that it would 
imprison the people ini a tyran- 
ny even more horrid than that 
of George III. And y£t, after all 
the tumult and argument, the 
Constitution was finally ratified 
by nine states (exactly enough 
to order its ratification) almost 
a year after its signing. ; 
v 


The Constitution divided the 


Federal governmental pbwfers 
into three bodies: thef legislat- 
ive Department, consisting of 
the House of Representatives 
and the Senate/which made the 
laws; the Judicial Department, 
a high court which interpreted 
the laws; and the Executive De- 
partment, headed by the Presi- 
dent, which carried out the laws. 
The document also prescribed 
methods by which 'the Presi- 
dent, Executive officials and 
members of the Congress would 
be chosen. In addition, it sepa- 
rated the powers of the Federal 
government from those Of the 
states, and defined each of their 
limitations. Added later, were 
various amendments., The first 
ten of these are known as The 
Bill of Rights, which guaran- 
teed citizens of the United States 
basic freedoms. Other amend- 
ments over the years have abol- 
ished slavery and given Ne- 
groes citizenship and the right 
to vote, changed the presidential 
elaqtion procedure, 
instituted 


a Federal income tax, limited 
a president to serve from six 
to ten years (in case of presi- 
dential succession), or to two
